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NOTES FROM BOSTON. 
BY NATHAN HASKELL DOLE. .

Mr. William Cushing's ‘‘ Anonyms”’ 
of Revealed Authorship has reached a second 
edition. It is a stout octavo volume of over eight 
hundred pages and represents an amount of careful, 
and one might almost say thankless, labor that is 
simply appalling. Men who do such work do it 
because they were born to and because they lov 
not because a glittering pecuniary: prize re 
them. ‘‘Anonyms,” Mr. Cushing regards 
last of his bibliographical, works, and he ce 
deserves to rest on his oars. He was born at Lutge! 
burg in this State, May 16, 1811, and was gradua 
from Harvard College in the class of 1832, and from thes 
Cambridge Divinity School in 1839, four of the inter- 
mediate years. having been spent in teaching. He 
was ordained at Calais, Me., and preached in various 
towns, including two years at Saco. Forty-eight 
years ago, in the winter or '42-43, he was sent asa 
missionary to Milwaukee, then a town of only 3,500 
inhabitants. It took at that time two days to go by 
stage from Chicago to Milwaukee. There he spent a 
year, till on account of his temperance principles he 
was obliged to leave. Teaching and preaching, 
alternating with ten years on a farm, filled the time 
till 1868, when he became an assistant in the Harvard 
College Library. During the ten years that he was 
there, he spent his evenings binding pamphlets, 
making portfolios and similar things. I have a 
number of music books which Mr. Cushing bound 
for me while I was at Cambridge. After the Presi-

Indeed Robert Franz, 
who did so much to correct Dresel’s four hand arrange- 
ment of Beethoven's symphonies, called him in a 
private letter a “‘realist’’ with a qualifying adjective. 
The Hon, Edmund P. Dole, of Keene, New Hamp- 
shire, author of ‘‘ Talks About Law,” has relinquished 
his practice at the New Hampshire bar and started 
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for Seattle, where he expects to reside. As County 
Solicitor he made a firm stand in regard to enforcing 
the law against the sale of liquor. The result was 
that all the large hotels of Keene remained shut dur- 
ing his incumbency, and the contest over his re- 
election dwarfed in interest the National election. 
He won, but has since resigned. He has written a 
novel embodying some of his experiences. 

Ata recent dinner given in Boston to members of 
the American Library Association, Dr. William I, 
Poole, of the Newberry Library, of Chicago, threw a 
bomb which exploded and made considerable noise. 
He charged that the new public library here was an 
architect’s building, that no librarian had been con- 
sulted in its construction, and that it was a costly 
failure. Mr. Poole made certain statements that were 
shown to be not accurate. He made a bad matter 
worse by not acknowledging that he had _blundered. 
Consequently the advantage of the debate which 
followed, apparently rested with Mr. Abbott, the 
President of the Board of Trustees. Yet, undoubtedly, 
to a certain extent, Mr. Poole was in the right. I 
recently heard an architect criticize severely the 
unsufferable monotony of the facade, and the triviality 
of its ornamentation. He insistéd that it, Shopild have 
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Congress too!’’ (This should not be taken as a 


prophecy.) 

Mrs. Louise Chandler Moulton, the poetess, or, if 
you prefer it, poet, who keeps the readers ot the 
Sunday Herald in touch with literary matters at home 
and abroad,—and who has never been known to say 
an unkind word about anyone—is, at present, at 
Wiesbaden, where she is taking the baths. Her 
doctors have forbidden her to write an unnecessary 
word, but a card just received tells me that she ex- 
pects to sail for New York from Havre on the first day 
of November. Mrs. Moulton receives informally and 
charmingly on Friday afternoons during the winter, 
During the London season she usually has similar 
gatherings there. Few literary women have a wider 
acquaintance among their fellows of the guild and in 
fashionable society. 

Speaking of London reminds me that Mr. James R. 
Osgood, who, after having spent several years there, 
as agent for the Harpers, has once more embarked in 
the publishing business on his own account, made a 
flying trip to this city last week. He sails for England 
on the twentieth. Mr. Osgood was, during his former 
palmy days in Rostop, well-famed for his generosity 
toward authors. Thérg i isa story current that after Bret

considerably exceeded. Librarians are regarded by 


many as ‘“impracticable,”’ and no two are in agree-° 
ment as to the best methods of storing and cataloguing 
books. But they are all unanimous that books, like 
human beings, require plenty of ventilation. And 
abundant supplies of light and air are not the strongest 
features of the new building. 

There is considerable interest manifested in the 
nomination of the Hon. Edward L. Pierce to Con- 
gress from this district. Mr. Pierce is well known as 
the friend of Charles Sumner. He was one of his 
literary executors, and is the author of the biography 
of Sumner, published some fifteen years ago. Mr. 
Pierce was born in 1829; he is a graduate of Brown 
University and of the Harvard Law School. He has 
been called ‘the father of ballot reform ;” this claim 
being based upon an article that he wrote in 1853 on 
“secret suffrage,’ and was republished in pamphlet 
form in England, where it was referred to in Parlia- 
ment as an authority. Personally, Mr. Pierce is a de- 
lightful man, full of interesting anecdotes, an excel- 
lent companion ata dinner table. He lives at Milton, 
not a “mute inglorious Milton,” but the pretty 
suburb of Boston that is throned on its sweeping hills. 
It was at Milton that old Dr. Codman used to live. 
The view from his house is extensive. One time a 
brother minister from the country came to visit him, 
and after enjoying the spectacle in company with his 
host, exclaimed: ‘All thisand Heaventoo!” Per- 
haps of Mr. Pierce it will be said: ‘All this and 


himh a‘retaiker of $10,000 for all that he should write 
during the year. Mr. Harte,so the story runs, seized 
the opportunity thus presented, to produce nothing, but

contract. Thus are stories slightly warped from the 
truth spread abroad. 

Messrs. Little, Brown & Company have just pub- 
lished Anton Rubinstein’s Autobiography, translated 
from the Russian by Mrs. Aline Delano, the transla- 
tor of Korolenko’s works. Mrs. Delano, whose 
father was the late Admiral Paul Kusmishef, of the 
Russian navy, has lived in this country for the past 
twenty years. When the Emperor Alexander II 
escaped assassination, twenty-three or four years ago, 
our Government sent Mr. Fox with the monitor 
Miantonoma and the steamship Augusta to convey the 
President's congratulations to Petersburg, and it was 
at that time that Mrs. Delano met her husband, then 
anensign inthe navy. Mrs. Delano is an indefatigable 
worker, and has won asuccess of which anyone might 
well be proud. The original edition of the ‘‘ Autobio- 
graphy ”’ had a miserable portrait of the great com- 
poser, but Mrs. Delano procured a photograph that 
had been recently taken, and is really an ornament to 
the book. An anecdote of Rubinstein's visit to this 
country, now nearly twenty years ago, his modesty 
probably prevented him from inserting. He played 
at acity a few miles from Boston, and after the concert 
was over an eccentric lady, by nature and inheritance 
passionately fond of music, rushed upon the stage and 
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kissed the keys which the pianist’s fingers had just 
touched. Similar devotion Beethoven often awakened 
in the musical ladies of Vienna, ninety years ago! 

There has been a rumor about that Mr. William D 
Howells intended resigning his control of ‘‘ The 
Editor's Study”’ in Harper's Magazine. This is 
authoritatively denied. It may have arisen from the 
fact that by exception Mr. Howells’s next story is to 
appear first in a syndicate of newspapers. Mr. 
Howells is reported as delighted with the extraordi- 
narily large sale of his last story. 

Mr. Aldrich returned week before last from Europe 
and went immediately to his beautiful summer home 
at Ponkapog. The most frequent and most assidu- 
ously-read contributor to the columns of the Bos/on 
Transcript is Mr. H. H. Clayton. He lives in a 
sightly stone house on top of the highest of the Blue 
Hills of Milton, and as he keeps his finger on the 
pulse of the weather, so to speak, he is able to tell 
whether Boston is to have rain or sunshine for a day 
ormorein advance. Last Saturday I went up witha 
pleasant little party to inspect the landscape and Mr. 
Clayton’s workshop, and to my surprise found that 
Mr. Aldrich’s red roof was almost at our feet. The 
beautiful pond, or lake of Ponkapog, concerning 
which he writes so delightfully, gleamed blue and 
bright, and the very tree where those mysterious 
neighbors lived, whose actions he watched and de- 
scribed so lovingly, must have been one of those that 
was flaming so brilliantly with autumn gold. Mr. 
Aldrich’s Maecenas is the brother of the Mr. Pierce, 
whose candidacy for Congress I mentioned above. 
He has a magnificent domain at Ponkapog. 

Mr. George Edward Woodberry, author of the 
“North Shore Watch,”’ and the recently published 
“* Studies in Letters and Life,’’ has returned to town 
for the winter, and ‘is settled in pleasant quarters on 
Walnut Street, near the Common and Athenzum. 
Mr. Woodberry's clever hand and critical acumen 
are often seen in literary notices in the Fost, which 
has succeeded in enlisting a number of clever writers. 

I must close with a brief story, which will be 
appreciated by lovers of Browning, Browning, as all 
the world knows, is Boston’s pet poet. One day, a 
somewhat distinguished Unitarian clergyman was 
reading aloud ‘‘ The Ring and the Book.”” He came 
toaline in which occurred the expression ‘‘ Pope 
Suchanone,” printed altogether and spelt with a 
capital.

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WITH THE NEW BOOKS. 


BY TALCOTT WILLIAMS. 


Philosophical histories are rare on any phase of Amer- 
ican life. On our religious development scarcely one 
exists. Dr. S.D. McConnell has written one of the 
first, if not the very first, in his ‘‘ History of the Amer- 
ican Episcopal Church.” It would be hard to give 
higher praise to a denominational history. Such 
books are usually full of the worst form of special 
pleading. Their authors simply hold a brief for a 
denomination—the pettiest of all clients. Dr. McCon- 
nell aims to hold a brief instead, for the Church univer- 
sal—a different thing altogether. It would not be 
difficult to pick small flaws in his narrative, broad, 
rapid and impetuous as it is, and derived for the most 
part, not always, from secondary sources. But it is of 
far more importance to the general reader that we 
have here an American Church history which recog- 
nizes and insists upon the relation between the Chris- 
tian Church in the United States and the Church 
universal in all time. 
«x 

The Episcopal Church in this country has passed 
through the three stages common to all our institu- 
tions—the time of settlement in the first century, of 
colonial struggle with England in the second century 
and of national evolution in the third century, now 
over. The Episcopal Church fared as well as any in 
the first period, worse than any in the second, and in 
the last its visible growth and progress have been 
chiefly in the last thirty or forty years. Not unnatu- 
rally Dr. McConnell is at his best in the first period, 
meets grave difficulties in the second, and in the third 
hews for himself a via media out of the somewhat dis- 
cordant facts of the situation. While Dr. McConnell is 
admirable in dealing with his own Church, he is less 
happy in describing the Churches of other men. The 
weakness of his position is, perhaps, nowhere plainer 
than in his favorite phrase the ‘‘ historic Episcopate.”’ 
If the Episcopate is only “‘ historic,’’ it will not bear all 
he claims; if it is more than “historic,” it has a logical 
authority far broader and deeper than he is ready to 
admit. But with these limitations Dr. McConnell's 
book is one of the very few in the field which will be 
indispensable to every man, lay or cleric, interested 
in our religious history, while in spirit, it is full of 
breadth, wisdom and devotion to truth and enthusiasm 
for humanity, rare in ecclesiastical history. 

* x 

Cardinal Newman was also a believer in an “historic 
episcopate,” though it would be nonsense and some- 
thing worse to confound his view with that represented 
by Dr. McConnell, Mr. Richard H. Hutton, for 
years recognized as the most sympathetic of English 
critics, in his brief volume on ‘ Cardinal Newman,” 
has summed the steps by which a great man passed 
from the teachings of Scott and Doddridge to the 
church of Hildebrand and Loyola, of Neri and Pascal. 
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The phase of religious life and discussion which Mr. 
Hutton describes, interests intellectual Englishmen 
so much more than it does Americans, that this vol- 
ume is little likely here to have many readers. The 
work is done with sympathy and insight, such at least 
as is possible in a man who appreciates all the 
motives and arguments for the change he is describing, 
but finds it necessary from time to time to explain 
parenthetically why he never made it. The curious 
in such matters, will find some reward in contrasting 
the troubled portrait given in this book of Newman, 
just as he joined the Catholic communion, with the 
peace and rest apparent in every line of the portraits 
twenty-five years later. 
x“ % 

Mr. Hamilton Wright Mabie, of the Christian 
Union, is a man from whom those who have watched 
his work have come to expect much. The hope is 
not disappointed in ‘‘My Study Fire,” a personal 
criticism of life and literature broken into short chap- 
ters. It has diffuseness, but enjoys also directness. 
Tender, indulgent, sympathetic, it will feed and 
enrich many minds, albeit his criticism is reflective 
rather than creative, receptive rather than incisive. 

«x 

Mr, Eugene Field, in his ‘‘ Little Book of Western 
Verse,”’ has a surprise for those who have not taken in 
the full stature of his fugitive verse, which has been 
leaking out in the papers for ten or fifteen years past. 
No better verses, light or rhyming gay, of their kind 
have come from an American pen, and there are here 
translations from Horace and Beranger, fairly compar- 
able with any in this difficult double task to which so 
many have addressed themselves. The very lightness 
of Mr. Field’s touch is like to blind readers to its skill, 
and hide the distinction of his work, a distinction which 
distinguishes it from much which seems the same 
and isnot. Not without some self-reproach does one 
confess that these verses, so admirable and so 
brilliant, failed of appreciation in the disguises of a 
“funny column,” and under the mask of the news- 
paper paragrapher. 

* * 

Mr. Lowell’s ‘‘A Fable for Critics,’ in the brown- 
paper covers in which it was first issued forty-two years 
ago, has come to be one of the rarer of ‘‘American 
firsts.’’ Now that it appears again in a slender, comely 
volume, with a reproduction of the first title-page, 
and interspersed with outline portraits of the poets 
reviewed, I find myself wondering if a like work, 
bearing purely on literary interest, would to-day run 
through its first edition in a few weeks.

Mr. George Edward Woodberry surprised the 
world a year ago with the ‘‘ North-Shore Watch,” the 
most promising of recent American poetry. He has now 
collected in a small volume, from the literary criti- 
cism he has contributed to the A//antic and Nation,a 
series of reviews. These begin with Landor and end 
with Browning, taking Crabbe, Byron, Shelly, Keats 
and others by the way. Mr. Woodberry’s criticism is 
careful, cultivated and informed; but it is also, as the 
Nation recently said of all current criticism, somewhat 
commonplace.

‘‘Early Reviews,” is avolume ofthe ‘‘ Camelot 
series’ in which Mr.E.Stevenson has collected seven- 
teen reviews, from 1786 to 1831, on Burns, Coleridge, 
Wordsworth, Southey, Byron, Scott, De Stael, Austin, 
Shelley, Keats and Tennyson, from the J/onthly Re- 
view, Edinburgh Quarterly, Blackwood’s and West- 
minster. The selections might have been made more 
valuable and symptomatic, for this half century of 
criticism was one of the ablest in all literatures, 
but Mr. Stevenson seems to have been in doubt what 
rule to follow in his selections, and has included re- 
views which expressed the opinion of the day as well 
as those which did more. One-sixth of the book is 
unfortunately given to a review of Madame de Stael’s 
“ L’Allemagne,” which is little more than an abstract 
of the work itself. No one can go over the broad field 
of critical literature, from which this little book gives 
extract, without a keen sense of the perils of criticism— 
which is most frequently wrong when it has to deal 
with the most original creation. Scott, for instance, is 
recognized at once in these reviews ; Wordsworth not 
at all. But it still remains true that a critic discharges 
his full duty quite as much in reflecting the judgment 
that now is as in predicting the ultimate fate of a great 
work. He is apt to be of more lasting value in doing 
the former than the latter, just as every writer is of 
most value when he expresses his own age and not 
another.

No man, I take it, ever read about Charlotte Corday 
or saw her portrait, without feeling that he would 
have given a good deal for a quiet hour with her. It 
would have been a life memory to take the Princess 
de Lamballe out to dinner. One would have been 
glad to hear Madame Roland talk for an hour, with 
enough people around to prevent the embarrassment 
of a ¢é¢e a téte with that extremely gifted woman, But 
not even in acrowd would one have cared to meet 
Madame de Genlis, save when she was very young or 
very old. I have tried in this fashion to indicate, as 
one can, the note struck by Mr. Austin Dobson in his 
essays on the four, which have just been issued in a 
little book of some 200 pages, light in touch and 
method, and combining somehow the interest of essay 
and memoir. It is hard for most of us, with all we 
read of the French Revolution, to understand that 
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these women too were flesh and blood, and Mr. Dob- 
son helps in the task. This is by no meansa book 
for girls—in the sense that Abbott’s misleading lives 
of Marie Antoinette, Madame Roland and Josephine 
were—but it is thoroughly wholesome in every line, 
and sure to interest girls of an older growth who have 
a just desire to know famous women as they were.

Sir Charles Napier was a useful British officer in the 
long series of small wars from the Peninsula cam- 
paign up to the Crimea, but he scarcely fills the can- 
vass in a line of ‘‘ English Men of Action,’’ and 
Colonel Sir William F. Butler has written his life in 
one of the worst of styles in which to tell a career of 
simple warlike deeds. Yet there is something in the 
sheer fighting simplicity of the conqueror of the Scinde 
which gives the story interest in spite of its author. 
Sir Charles was, it appears, the first of British gen- 
erals to mention private soldiers by name in his 
despatches. So long did the best soldiery in history 
wait for recognition by some of the poorest of 
generals.

. Trees are a perpetual puzzle to the casual botanist 
and the city wanderer inthe country. A tree—I speak 
feelingly—never blossoms when city folks are in the 
country and without a blossom, Gray’s or Wood's or 
any other ‘‘ Manual” is a delusion. Country folks 
are ludicrously ignorant or perversely wrong about 
their own trees. By result, every intelligent man or 
woman fond of the country is in a perpetual state of 
exasperating ignorance about trees, barring the com- 
mon ones. Mr. Charles S. Newhall has done all men 
and women who love trees—perhaps the best-bred 
company in the world—good service by his “ Trees ot 
North Eastern America.” A tracing of the leaf of 
each tree is given with a simple description. Both 
seem accurate, so far as a rapid examination can 
prove. The use of any such book requires care, 
practice and attention, but with these it is certain to 
be valuable, though a fuller artificial key might have 
made reference to it easier. As it is, the division by 
leaves serves somewhat the same purpose.

Americans agonize over their pronunciation of 
English. In no other country in the world are dic- 
tionaries so consulted, manuals so used and lists of 
mispronounced words so widely sold. The simple 
reason for this is that we have no class or city whose 
pronunciation is decisive and as we take no pride in our 
dialects, we are all more or less laboriously at work 
setting our vowels and consonants in order. The.net 
result is that grating exactitude of pronunciation 
among the educated which Englishmen ridicule, and 
this is made more noticeable by the tone and quality 
of the American voice, which is higher and shriller 
than the voice bred in a moister climate. ‘There is 
nothing for us to do, however, but to go on using 
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manuals, to whose number Mr. T. H. Mead has added 
a fairly good one in ‘‘ Our Mother Tongue.” - He has, 
like most recent American writers, wholly abandoned 
Webster's position and steadily follows Smart—a 
fairly safe guide. His practical directions are "useful. 
He is now and then weak in his vowels, particularly

in that stumbling-block ‘‘a,” the true course lying 
between his precision and the slovenliness he attacks

“ Reading for the Young,” issued by the American 
Library Association, is a list of some three thousand 
books for the young which I heartily and warmly 
commend to the large number of persons who during 
the next three months will be buying books for chil- 
dren in larger or smaller numbers. Beginning by 
subjects, it gives the best children’s books on nearly 
one hundred subjects, classified for the very young, 
for children from eight to twelve and from twelve to 
eighteen ; it arranges juvenile fiction also by subject 
and it closes with a long list of biography. _ As it also 
gives references to magazine articles in children’s 
periodicals, it answers the question which teacher and 
parent is so often asked as to the sources of informa- 
tion oa a given subject. It does not give the price of 
books, but this costs only a question‘at a book-seller's. 
Compiled originally by the late Mr. John F. Sargent 
and completed by Mary E. and Abby L. Sargent, it 
ought to be long useful to a host of people, anxious 
to get good books for children and without knowledge 
of accessible books on many subjects.

“Come Forth,” by Elizabeth Stuart Phelps and 
Herbert D. Ward, is an unsuccessful attempt to write 
a novel about a Scriptural event—in this case the 
raising of Lazarus. It is hard to see why the at- 
tempt was made,and,having been made, why any one 
should read it.

Count Tolstoi’s moral force and genuine literary 
power are nowhere plainer than in his ‘‘ Gospel Sto- 
ries,”’ written as tracts for the people. To several of 
these I have drawn attention, as they have appeared 
separately in Mr. Nathan Haskell Dole’s translation. 
They have now been issued together in a single vol- 
ume,which the publisher has gathered by the econom- 
ical but slovenly process of uniting stereotyped pages 
of different fonts. Mr. ole in this, as in all his 
translation, has transferred rather than translated a 
number of Russian terms, and this now and then 
makes crabbed reading; but in his simple and direct 
rendering, the original strength of the narrative is re- 
tained. It glows with Tolstoi’s great lesson that 
Goodness is the first need of life, before faith or works 
or any such thing. We are all, perhaps, too apt to 
forget that Christianity began with the Sermon on the 
Mount. Tolstoi seems sometimes to forget that it did 
not end there. 
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Miss Ruth Ogden has written a simple, charming 
child’s story of the Revolution in ‘‘A Loyal Little Red 
Coat,” and Mr. Harry Ogden has given it illustra- 
tions of faultless accuracy and a local flavor rare in 
the pictures in children’s books. There is a certainty 
about all of these drawings by Mr. Ogden, born of 
his command of this field which makes each picture 
a study in the costume of the tim:, and his uniforms 
are free from the conventional treatment which usually 
blends and mixes some twenty years together in re- 
producing the military figures of the close of the 
Revolution.

Mr. Frank R. Stockton has more of Defoe’s power 
of giving fiction the light and color of fact than any 
contemporary novelist. He has hitherto used this 
power to give relish to hishumor. In ‘‘Ardis Cla- 
verden” he has used it to tell a straight-forward story, 
of the sort dear to the confirmed novel-reader, for 
much happens, the right people marry, and there is 
not an atom of moral or motive.

The “ Anglomaniacs ” deserves the attention it re- 
ceived in the Cenfury magazine. It is not, in the 
proper sense of the term a novel; but it contains several 
accurate photographs of current New York fashionable 
life, taken from a popular point of view.

Mr. James Bryce has been good enough to say that 
the United States supplies the world with humor in 
this century as France supplied it with wit in the last ; 
but there is very little in ‘‘Health Guyed” by Mr. 
Frank P. W. Bellew to prove this assertion. Being 
issued by Frederick A. Stokes Company it is far better 
printed than such books usually are; but save for this, 
it is on a level with the pamphlet, which the train boy 
has dropped in the laps of long suffering Americans 
for half a century past. There are certain jokes about 
health and the doctors which one always expects in 
such books, and they are all here. 


=Arthur-Léon, Baron Imbert de Saint-Amand,

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MRS. E. D. E. N. SOUTHWORTH. 


This interesting authoress has probably written more 
novels than any one else now engaged in the field of 
letters. It would be safe to say that in this respect 
hers is the leading record among English and Ameri- 
can writers. She has published forty-four bound 
volumes and twenty-three serials, making a total of 
sixty-seven. She was born in Washington, Decem- 
ber 26, 1818, and was.married in 1841. Unforeseen 
circumstances soon threw her upon her own resources 
a few years later, and she turned her attention to 
magazine and newspaper writing. Like Mrs. Stowe, 
she sent her first manuscript to the Wasiona/ Era and 
in 1849 that journal began the publication of a serial 
from her pen entitled ‘ Retribution.’’ The publica- 
tion of this novelette was scarcely finished when she 
began work on a story of similar nature, and for many 
years thereafter she wielded a most prolific pen. Her 
works gradually attained popularity, and in later years 
have been widely read in every section of the coun- 
try. Mrs. Southworth's plots all depend upon the 
more or less thrilling adventures of the inevitable 
lovers or married couple, but her clear, smooth-flow- 
ing style of narrative and intimate acquaintance with 
human nature sive her stories from monotony. Pos- 
sibly this explains their hold on the reading public. 
Several have been published serially twice, thrice 
over, and have been sold enormously in book form. 

She believes ‘‘Ishmael”’ to be her strongest work, 
though it is probable that the one most popular dur- 
ing the time of its publication was “The Hidden 
Hand.” It excited universal attention while coming 
out asa serial, and was afterward dramatized and 
played in every city, town and hamlet in the land. 
First and last, there have been forty different drama- 
tized versions of it in this country, besides many in 
England. It was played in the Grecian Theatre, 
London, Wilkes Booth taking the part of Black 
Donald. 

As story and play its popularity has never been 
exceeded by any production, except possibly ‘‘ Uncle 
Tom's Cabin.” Her works have been translated and 
published in the French, German, Spanish and Italian 
languages. She has never been abroad, save on 
one occasion, mentioned below. The scenes ot her 
stories are laid principally in Maryland and Virginia, 
though some are located in England, and one is an 
Australian story. It is believed ‘* The Trail of the . 
Serpent ”’ is the only successful attempt at writing a 
book descriptive of a land, manners, customs and 
people observed at a distance of many thousand 
miles. In preparing the story the authoress read 
everything in the Mercantile Library of New York 
pertaining to Australia. She literally saturated her- 
self with her subject, or in other words, made her 
study through the eyes of others. When we consider 
how few can correctly observe with their own eyes, 
we can then form a better estimate of this rare 
faculty. 
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The Washington S/ar says: A wonderful woman 
is Mrs. E, D. E. N. Southworth; wonderful in her 
mental capacity and her power of sustained thought ; 
scarcely less wonderful in her physical make-up. She 
interrupted her writing one afternoon to relate to the 
writer the following from her experience: 

“IT have no method. I never did have. I began 
without knowing I could write a novel. My 
novels are all founded on facts. To give you a 
‘clear idea of how a novel is evolved from small be- 
ginnings, I will tell you about the writing of ‘ The 
Hidden Hand.’ It was in the winter of 1857 and at 
the very last of the year. I was in very bad health, 
my sister was dying of consumpt'on ; all my surround- 
ings were depressing to the last degree, and yet, in 
the midst of that, the brightest and gayest of my 
stories came to me. I happened to see ina New 
York paper a short paragraph in which it was stated 
that a little nine-year-old girl, dressed in boy’s clothes 
and selling newspapers, had been arrested. She was 
homeless and friendless, and was sent tosome asylum 
in Westchester county. That was the origin of 
Capitola. The newspaper item was a seed which 
dropped in my mind and germinated there. When 
the time came for me to write of it I had to make an 
origin for Capitola. I remembered an incident that 
had, in the days of my childhood, occurred just 
across Benning’s Bridge. An old monthly nurse had 
been met one night by two masked men, who blind- 
folded her and took her up toa house. Still blind- 
folded, she was conducted to a room where a few 
hours later a child was born to a young woman. The 
nurse refused to make away with the child, although 
bribes were offered her. The young mother was also 
obstinate for the preservation of her infant. Finally, 
the mother being discarded by her family, brought up 
her child, who was well-known in Washington and 
did well. That was the reality upon which the birth 
of Capitola was founded. Nearly every adventure of 
Capitola came from real life. Her bright rejoinders 
to Old Hurricane were taken from many scenes of 
the same kind between my sister and her old uncle 
in Mississippi. Her adventure with Black Donald 
was taken from a somewhat similar adventure, in 
which figured a woman of Maryland and a colored 
ruffian who, in 1812, wasthe terror of the neighbor- 
hood. Her duel and its cause were also founded on 
fact. Capitola’s encounter with Lenoir in the woods 
and the ruse by which she escaped was also taken 
from the adventure and escape of a Maryland girl. 
The court-martial, its causes and scenes, occurred 
during the Mexican war, The incident from which it 
was taked was related at uncle’s dinner-table by 
Gen. G. P : 

‘‘All these separate incidents, from the infancy to 
maturity of my heroine, were like beads; I strung 
them together. 

“‘ The character of Old Hurricane might be seen in 
-one in ten of the old planters of Maryland or Virginia.

‘It was while this story was going through the New 
York Ledger and the London /ourna/ that I was in- 
vited to England by the publisher of the London 


Journal to endeavor to do something toward securing 


When we reached Eng- 
land we found Capitola as popular there as in Amer- 
ica. There were Capitola boats, Capitola race-horses, 
Capitola hats for ladies and other Capitola fads.”’ 

Several years ago Mrs. Southworth went to live with 
her only son, Dr. Richmond Southworth, of Yonkers, 
N. Y., but recently returned to Georgetown, and will 
mos likely end her days in the home of her youth. 
Though wonderfully youthful for her age, she now does 
no continuous literary work. She has grown old grace- 
fully, has troops of friends, and a comfortable fortune 
won at the point of her pen. Mrs. Southworth’s per- 
sonality has always been striking. She is a trifle 
below the medium height, with expressive, bright, 
dark eyes, and strong, mobile features. Her dark hair 
now touched with gray, is parted on the side and 
brushed away from a broad brow. Though hers is 
still the pen of a ready writer, she is wisely content to 
rest with the laurels already won.

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WEEDEN’S HISTORY OF NEW ENGLAND. 
EDWARD E, HALE. 

For persons at all interested in American history, and 
for those interested in the social order of our country, 
Mr. Weeden’s book* is by far the most important 
book published this year. It is an admirable illus- 
tration of history, written on the true lines. It is a 
book which contains more substantial truth, not before 
accessible by most readers, than any book of Ameri- 
can history which has been published for many years. 
Mr. Weeden is himself a man of business, a large 
manufacturer in Rhode Island ; his tastes are philo- 
sophical, and he has, before this, published many 
studies bearing on the social order of America. It is 
evident that he has been engaged on this historical 
subject for many years. He has been ableto com- 
mand the services of many assistants, and would 
seem to have organized the business of collecting 
material as few literary men could do. Here is, 
perhaps, one advantage of training men to business 
habits. Much more than half of the material used 
in this book has never been printed before; it comes 
from the manuscript archives of the different New 
England States, preserved either in their statehouses, 
their probate courts, or in the muniment chambers, 
if we may so speak, of the old mercantile families. 
It happens, therefore, that even the men best versed in 
American history find, as they turn from page to 
page here, information which is to them wholly new. 

Having been at work in such lines for many years 
himself, having had voluminous copies made for 
him in various archives of matters which he needed, 
Mr. Weeden then invented a system by which all this 
material should arrange itself chronologically, some- 
what as the cards of a public library are arranged. I 
have some knowledge of the habits of different literary 
men in the study of history, and I speak, therefore, 
with some confidence when I say that no one else of 
our historians has ever prepared himself for his task, 
by a method which so thoroughly escaped the terrible 
danger which comes from a confusion of memory as 
to one’s own materials. Mr. Weeden’s history ex- 
isted, one might say, before a word of it was written, 
in these annals or memoranda, chronologically 
arranged, “‘ each in its narrow cell.’’ And from the 
sixteenth century to the nineteenth, when he came to 
write, he had at his command his material for any 
five years together; so that some incident, in itself 
trivial, say in a new-born village, would illustrate 
some other incident which seemed equally trivial, 
perhaps in some other colony at the same period. 
From the union of two such points, or maybe of 
twenty, he is able to make out an important deduction 
as to the progress of civilization. 

That progress itself, in its steadiness, as New Eng- 
land shows it, is really miraculous. That is the only 
proper word to be applied to it; for miracle is the

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triumph of spirit over matter. The history of New 
England is the history of what comes to pass when a 
few people, who believe that they are children of 
God, try to carry out God’s purposes, even though 
they do itin a very stumbling way and make a great 
many absurd mistakes in doing it. The advance of 
New England, from the time when that word meant 
ten or a dozen wretched fishing-hamlets on the 
gravelly shore of a bay which was frozen up two or 
three months in the year, down to the time when 
separate towns of New England proclaimed war 
against George the Third and drove his soldiers out 
from their provinces, is a most amazing and majestic 
movement. It is not to be accounted for by any 
peculiarities of climate or of soil. New England does 
export ice and granite; it is said that these are the 
only articles which nature gives her which she does 
export ; but it is not those exports which give to her 
her wealth. The wealth and power of New England 
grew up by the success of her people in handling a 
great series of industries, by their willingness to 
change their occupation, from time to time, and their 
success in accepting new conditions. Now they 
would not have had such “shiftiness’’ and such 
energy, nor would they have commanded such suc- 
cess, if they had not entered upon the business they 
had in hand with a certain seriousness of motive, 
which came to them from their religious convictions. 
This moral or spiritual origin of the power of New 
England and of its steadfast advance comes out imost 
curiously, particularly as one traces what Mr. Weeden 
calls the *‘homespun industries’? of New England. 
The Crown had been trying to suppress all home 
manufactures in New England for a century and a 
half, as the English free-traders would be glad to 
suppress such manufactures there to-day; and yet it 
proved, when the Revolution broke out, that seven- 
eighths of the clothing of New England was made 
within her own borders. That is a single insignificant 
illustration of the real independence which had existed 
in those States from the beginning. Now it appears 
that this independence belonged, of course, to people 
who were taught every Sunday that they were children 
of God, thatthey might partake of His nature, that 
God had setthem subduing the earth, and that they 
must subdue the earth with the steadiness and per- 
sistency with which his sun and tides and winds 
subdue it. 

But do not let me frighten anybody from reading 
Mr. Weeden’s book by the idea that it is an abstract 
treatise, or too seriously philosophical. He helps the 
reader all along, like a man working through a bit of 
woodland which he knows perfectly well, and making 
it agreeable to a party of young peopleto follow in his 
footsteps. He even lifts youin his arms, if the cause- 
way has given way, he offers you his hand that you 
may jump over a stile—he knows a short cut where 
it is not worth while to take a long one, and he is 
willing to sit down and rest if the reader is tired. The

book is lighted up all along with wide-a-wake, some- 
times with droll, sketches of the quaint and queer 
people who haveto do with the make-up of New 
England. Poor Peter Faneuil, whom we Boston peo- 
ple would like to make a demi-god of, comes out pretty 
poorly. It seems he wasa “jolly bachelor,” largely 
engaged in exchanging rum for slaves on the coast of 
Africa, when he died! But someof the other New 
England heroes fare better. The sketches of Jonathan 
Edwards, Ben Franklin, old Judge Sewall, and 
several of the merchants less known, give what Mr. 
Alger calls a human pathos to the book,which belongs 
to all first-class history. The novel-writers and short- 
story-tellers will be taking clews from it for the next 
twenty years and possibly we may now have some 
historical stories of New England .which are not 
studied on French or English themes. 
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ASPECTS OF THE EARTH. 

A PoPpuLAR ACCOUNT OF SOME FAMILIAR GEOLOGI- 
CAL PHENOMENA. By N. S. Shaler, Professor of 
Geology in Harvard University. Illustrated, New 
edition. 8vo, $1.90; by mail, $2.13. 

This excellently illustrated volume may as confidently 
be recommended to the scientific as to the general 
reader. Its principal merit lies in the lucid and in- 
teresting manner in which the globe and its surround- 
ings are shown to be by no means in an inert condi- 
tion, but the resultant of ceaseless changes, massive 
and molecular. Absolute rest, indeed, is probably 
unknown to the cosmos, and the sum of things is the 
sum of motions, vibrational and translational. So 
far as our world is concerned, the sun’s heat and the 
inner heat of our earth are the main ultimate causes 
of all the motional changes which have shaped and 
modified, and still shape and modify, the surface and 
interior of the globe, and the movements and distri- 
butions of itsenvelope. It is the sun’s heat which 
lifts the watery vapors from the seas, and gives birth 
to the air-currents which carry the clouds over the 
land to fall in rain that, gathering into streams and 
rivers, sculptures out the valleys and the hills, bears 
down stones, sand, and sediment to form geological 
strata, or, solidified into massive ice-coverings, grinds 
the earth’s surface into drift and mud. In this way 
the.land is being gradually washed down into the sea, 
and were the process unhindered, the earth in time, 
as Alfred de Musset says : 


“ rasé, sans barbe ni cheveux, 


Comme un grand potiron roulerait dans les cieux,” 


but covered with an even depth of ocean. Fortunately, 
however, for terrestrial life, the action of the earth’s 
own heat is antagonistic to that of the sun’s heat. In

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only in tens of thousands of degrees, to the exterior 
of the globe, the earth’s heat traverses strata within 
some thirty miles of the surface which still retain 
more or less of the water of deposition, and this 
occluded water, in the state of intensely super-heated 
steam, distending the vast masses of rock with irre- 
sistible force, causes, together with secular contrac- 
tion, the various motions of the solid crust, slow or 
sudden, which lift up continents, or tracts of land, or 
coast-lines, or detached islands, at such a rate that 
the struggle between denudating and _ elevating 
agencies results in the partial victory of the land, 
realized in the configuration of land and ocean as we 
see it; but whether or not the victory be of a per- 
manent character, no one can yet say. Several 
most interesting chapters of the book deal in detail 
with the origin and life-history, so to speak, of rivers 
and river-valleys, winds and storms, and will be easily 
understood and appreciated by the least scientific 
reader, though possibly he will find those treating of 
the stability, or rather the instability, of terra firma, 
and of the causes and effects of volcanic action, more 
dramatic, and so more attractive.

RUBINSTEIN. 

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF ANTON RUBINSTEIN, 1829-1889, 
Translated from the Russian by Aline Delano. With 
portrait, I2mo, 75 cents; by mail, 82 cents. 

Rubinstein tells us, his ‘future biographer will not 
even enjoy the pleasure of collecting my correspond- 
ence, since it has absolutely no existence. I am not 
a friend to the pen, and especially doI dislike letter- 
writing.” Nevertheless, he consented, a year or two 
ago, to tell the story of his life, and a stenographer 
was engaged to take down this autobiographic inter- 
view. The result is the present narrative, which, 
sketchy and meagre as itis in many places where we 
should be delighted to have further information, is yet 
full of interesting comments and suggestions. 

It cannot but be a matter of satisfaction for Ameri- 
cans to learn from Rubinstein that his tour in this 
country laid the foundation of his prosperity. In his 
early days he gave lessons at a cheap rate, and for a 
year and a half lived in an attic in Vienna—often 
suffering the pangs of hunger—till Liszt took pity on 
him. It was Liszt who advised Rubinstein’s Russian 
teacher, Villoing, to take him to Germany to complete 
his musical education. “At this time,’’ he says, ‘ I 
was a devoted imitator of Liszt, of his manners and 
movements, his trick of tossing back his hair, his way 
of holding his hands, of all the peculiar movements of 
his playing ; which naturally called forth a smile from 
those who had heard Liszt, and perhaps also increased 
the interest felt in the boy virtuoso.’’ Yet when, a little 
later, he called on Liszt in Vienna, he was somewhat 
coldly received, and was told to remember that a 
talented man must win the goal of his ambition by his 
own unassisted efforts; which, says Rubinstein, 
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“estranged me from him,"’ Two months later, however, 
Liszt called on him, was shocked at the evidence of 
poverty in his room, “ and in the most friendly man- 
ner invited me to dine with him the same day—a 
most welcome invitation, since the pangs of hunger 
had been gnawing me for several days. After this I 
was always on good terms with Liszt until the time of 
his death.”’ 

During this period his compositions did not bring 
him in anything worth mentioning, and, like a spring 
poet, he had to consider himself lucky if he found a 
publisher willing to print them at all. Even later, 
when his lessons paid better and his concerts were 
well attended, he led an artist’s Bohemian life, the 
result of which was “‘ feasting when money was plenty,

and going hungry when it was gone.” In 1847 he 
was on the point of emigrating to America with tw 
musical friends, but was dissuaded by Dehn, his 
teacher in the theory of music. It was twenty-five 
years after this that he was offered $40,000 to make a 
concert tour in America with Wieniawski. He 
accepted, and gave 215 concerts in this country. 

It was his adiniration of German music, combined 
with his German name, that caused Rubinstein, oddly 
enough, as he says, to be considered a German in 
Russia,while in Germany he was regarded as a Russian. 
In art he is a true cosmopolite ; and while his orchestral 
music roots in Beethoven, Schumann, and Mendels- 
sohn, and his piano compositions in Chopin, his spirit 
is Russian and his rhythms and intervals often Orien- 
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tal. Even to Italian influence he was open, at least in 
his early years, for he says that Rubini’s 
singing produced so powerful an effect 
on his senses that he strove to imitate 
the sound of his voice in his playing. His 
special idol to-day seems to 
be Chopin: ‘“ One thing is 
beyond denial—all that en- 
chanted us, all that we loved, 
respected, worshipped, and 
admired, has ended with 
Chopin.” 

Rubinstein, like Liszt, was 
always ready to assist the 
poor and help along needy 
students, and in the course 
of twenty years the proceeds 
of his charity concerts 
amounted to no less than 
300,009 rubles. But aside 
from his work as a com- 
poser, his most valuable ser- 
vices to art have been of a 
patriotic kind. Thirty years 
ago Russian music other 
than folk songs was hardly 
recognized in Petersburg 
society, and the state of public feeling on the 
subject may be inferred from the remark of a 
lady who brought her daughter to Rubinstein to 
be educated in the Conservatory, which he had 
helpedtofound. Rubinstein informed her that all the 
lessons were given in Russian, whereupon she ex- 
claimed, ‘‘What! music in Russian! What an original 
idea!’ The Conservatory soon became popular—too 
popular, indeed, to suit Rubinstein, who thought when 
the number of pupils had risen to 700 that the Conser- 
vatory was in danger of becoming a music-factory 
instead ofa music-school. Parents also seemed to look 
upon it as a sort of asylum for weak-minded children, 
good for nothing else, and a resort for young men 
anxious to secure exemption from two years’ military 
duty by means of an easily won diploma. But to-day 
Russian music and Russian musicians are honored 
everywhere, at home and abroad, and for this change 
Rubinstein is very largely responsible. Nation,

It is 

a goodly and sumptuous 

quarto, in undressed leath- 

er, with metal corners, or 

otherwise in cloth binding, 

brilliantly embellished with 

one of King George’s uni- 

formed grenadiers and a little 

girl, the latter being the hon- 

est little heroine of the tale, 

Hazel Boniface. To say 

that the story pushes “‘ Little 

Lord Fauntleroy” close in interest would be imperfect 

praise. It has an even fresher charm of simplicity 

in its characterizations as well as a greater one in its 

historic revivals ; and, in illustration, rarely has any 

artist succeeded as Mr. H. A. Ogden has done in this 

beautiful volume in reproducing revolutionary times 

and people, with the right touch of imagination or 

fancy added. Though .reminding one of Darley, his 

pencil has quite its own individuality and spirit in 

treatment. The author could not have chosen a hap- 

pier subject for juvenile reading at this time, at once 

of centennial pride and of national toleration for mis- 

taken loyalty to other than strictly American interests, 

than the British loyalism of a century ago, as it ap- 

peared at its best in the delightful little maid whose 

story she tells.

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TRACKING DISEASE. 
DusT AND ITS DANGERS, By T. Mitchell Prudden, 
M.D., author of “* The Story of the Bacteria.’’ 16mo, 
60 cents; by mail, 68 cents. 
To residents of a city, Dr. Prudden's recent pub- 
lication will be of absorbing interest. Dr. Prudden 
has examined the dust in specimen volumes of air in 
different parts of the town under varying circum- 
stances, and he presents a startling analysis of the 
stuff with which New Yorkers habitually feed their 
lungs. This he compares with similar results reached 
by other investigators in other cities, and then shows 
how the dust we breathe in is almost wholly account- 
able for many of the worst diseases.

Most persons have doubtless never supposed that 
dust was anything more than extremely disagreeable. 
But Dr. Prudden declares that it is responsible for 
consumption and diphtheria, and probably to a con- 
siderable degree responsible for small-pox, yellow 
fever, Asiatic cholera, typhoid fever, scarlatina 
measles, pneumonia, and erysipelas. In fact, every 
infectious disease can be communicated from person 
to person through dust, and several of our worst 
diseases, consumption among them, could be wholly 
eradicated if dust could be wholly suppressed. It has 
been developed in the last few years that infectious 
diseases are communicated only through those minute 
animal cells known to scientists as bacteria. Even 
consumption, which has heretofore been supposed 
to be a hereditary disease, is ‘“‘ caught,”’ in the same 
sense as other infectious and contagious diseases are. 
A person may inherit a condition of body that is 
peculiarly susceptible to the growth of consumption 
bacille, but although he comes of a family line 
of consumptives, he will never have the disease 
himself unless he sometimes breathes into his lungs 
with the dust of the house or street the fatal germ 
of consumption. Dr. Prudden says that, as far as 
consumption is concerned, this fact has been proved 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, and that in the cases 
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Sailing out to the “ Jersey.”” 
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of the other diseases named, investigations have gone 
far enough to make a similar assumption reasonably 
sure. Therefore the question of dust becomes one 
of vast immportance to others besides the scrupulous 
housekeeper. 

Dust, Dr. Prudden says, does not hurt people much 
unless it contains the bacteria which develop disease. 
The human breathing apparatus is provided with 
many means of waylaying dust and expelling it. A 
great deal of dust, nevertheless, enters the lungs, and 
streaks and blackens them. People who live in dusty 
communities are likely to get chronic coughs and to 
become extremely subject to colds, but otherwise will 
not suffer from dust only. As for bacteria, very few,

indeed, will live at all in the human lungs, and many 
that do exist for a few days or weeks are harmless. Of 
the bacteria whose natural home is the human body, 
and which produce disease, the vast majority which 
enter the lungs do not find a suitable resting place and 
die. Still, many others live, as is attested by the fact 
that nearly one-seventh of the cases of death in New 
York are attributable to consumption, to say nothing 
of deaths by other diseases due to the breathing in of 
dust. Tubercle bacilli, as the consumption germ is 
known, gets in the air from the dried expectorations 
of consumptive patients, and may be encountered any 
day on any street, orin-doors. Dr. Prudden solemnly 
declares several times in his book that consumption is 
a ‘strictly preventable disease."” But to prevent it 
we must teach consumptives to burn their expectora- 
tions and have our streets decently cleaned. The 
microscopic germs of many frightful diseases lie in 
every dirty gutter and on every dusty sidewalk in 
New York, generally clinging to particles of innoxious 
dust. Every current of wind that flings dust in the 
faces of passers-by flaunts death. Most of them 
never reach a resting place, but the city’s death rate 
shows how many do. The danger can be estimated 
from the fact that the average man draws thirty cubic 
inches of air into his lungs at every breath. V. Y. Sun. 
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“Dust and Its Dangers” is a valuable summary 
of what is known regarding the subject, with especial 
reference to it bearing upon pulmonary consumption. 
Not being an alarmist, but a keen-eyed physician, Dr. 
Prudden’s book should speed the housewife on her

A STOCKTON ROMANCE. 


ARDIS CLAVERDEN. By Frank R. Stock- 
ton. 12mo, $1.10; by mail, $1.24. 
The reading public is so accustomed to 
expecting burlesques and other literary 
oddities from Mr. Stockton’s pen that it 
is only fair to all concerned to say that 
“‘Ardis Claverden”’ does not pretend to 
be funny or whimsical or anything else 
which a novel should not be. Itis a 
romance of life in Virginia, and does not 
depart in manner from romances in gen- 
eral, except an entire freedom from gush 
and other intensities and unnaturalnesses, 
without which some writers think no novel 
complete. It contains plenty of humor, 
but all of an everyday kind, such as con- 
versation is continually developing, but 
which novelists seldom know how to 
adapt; besides this there is a great deal 
of fun in Mr. Stockton’s own way of put- 
ting things. None of the characters is 
unusual, though many of them are beings 
whom no one but the author would have 
found available for a novel. The most 
interesting of them all is the heroine, an entirely 
natural, sensible, healthy young woman without 
a bit of the flirt in her composition, yet her admirers 
are almost numberless ; there was a plethora of young 
men in the neighborhood, and each seemed to fall in 
love with Ardis as a matter of course ; partly, perhaps, 
because she had announced herresolve never to marry. 
None of the characters is complex or abnormal ; few 
of them seem interesting at first sight, yet the author 
manages them so well that the reader would not 
willingly spare any of them. Many are odd, not 
because they differ from men and women in general, 
but because the author makes much of peculiarities 
that are not necessary to the development of the plot. 
This may not be the best way of writing a novel, but 
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the writer who can make his characters interesting to 
the reader can afford to snap his fingers at the critic 
who insists that there is but one way of writing a story. 
Among the characters are four young Englishmer, 
who have been sent to Virginia to learn farming— 
gentlemen farming—and grow up with the country ; 
they are decent fellows, with plenty of muscle and 
good intentions, but they are about as amusing and 
inconsequent in their doings as alot of puppies at 
play. Another type of being whom the 
author analyzes with care and apparent 
indulgent affection is the Southerner, 
who finds sitting on a fence the most 
congenial of occupations. There is no 
lack of incident, in spite of the very leis- 
urely beginning of the tale, and as there 
are nearly five hundred pages there is no 
lack of story. ‘‘ Ardis Claverden”’ is not 
a book to delight the class of young 
women upon whom all novelists are sup- 
posed to keep an eye while writing, but 
it will greatly please a very large class 
of men and women who are not old and 
for whom scarcely any one ever thinks 
to write a story—the class that has 
learned that love is not the only senti- 
ment in hvman nature, and that there 
are people who can be interesting with- 
out being in love. N. Y. Herald.

And here is where 
the new Concordance. makes its value felt. Where 
Mrs. Clarke gives only the catch-word of the 
quotation, Mr. Bartlett gives the quotation in full, 
so that reference to the plays themselves is in most 
cases unnecessary. The text on which the work 
is based is that adopted by William George Clark 
and William Aldis Wright in the Globe edition of 
Shakspeare, and followed by Dr. William J. Rolfe in 
his admirable edition published by the Harpers. 
The work, when completed, will contain 1650 
closely printed royal octavo pages, or more than 
twice as much matter as Mrs. Clarke’s.

crowned with its beautiful marble tower, is seen sil- 
houetted against the sky, on the dark foliage of the 
trees on farther heights beyond. A central hall 
opens on one side into the dining-room and on the 
other into a large room, beyond which, connected with 
two doors, one on either side of the fireplace is the 
library, stored with books, not in any well regulated 
fashion, like the uniform sets collected by a new 
millionaire, but a library that has grown, the direct 
result of generations of book-lovers. Not so very 
large is it, however—some 4,000 volumes—for in 
the generation immediately preceding the poet a 
few books went a great way in life, and seemed to 
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produce results whose greatness was in inverse ratio 
to their number. 

In an upper room, which is Mr. Lowell’s study, 
books abound again. The collection is rich, however, 
in old French poetry, ‘in all poetry, indeed, but in that 
of the French romantic period peculiarly so. There 
is also a copy of the First Shakespeare folio and many 
another and rare volume or edition. Although Mr. 
Lowell is, by general consent, a representative man 
of letters, his life has not been exclusively that of the 
poet, as Tennyson’s, for instance, has been. For 
many years an exacting Harvard professorship ; for 
many years the not less exacting duties of the editor 
of a magazine (the Atlantic Monthly), and of later 
years an important and brilliant diplomatic place— 
all these have called the poet from his songs to a 
degree that leads one not to wonder that he has not 
produced more, but that he has produced so much of 
that which possesses poetic immortality.

A LIBRARY OF AMERICAN LITERATURE 
Vol. XI. 

This is the final.number of the most thorough and 
competent attempt which has been made to produce a 
really representative ‘‘ Library’ of American litera- 
ture. Thecompilation by Edmund Clarence Stedman 
and Ellen Mackay Hutchinson, was begun seven 
years ago, in 1883. Volumes I-III appeared in May, 
1888. In character and design the work from the first 
volume to the eleventh is historical. The editors have 
not undertaken to prepare an anthology of American 
literature so much as to compile for cultivated and 
even professional readers a reference bo»k which 
should fairly represent American literature in the 
various stages of its development. It is very properly 
called by them a ‘‘ Library of American Literature.” 
The work is richest so far as the number of pieces 
(not of pages) is concerned in poetry. History comes 
next; then fiction, followed closely by ‘‘ Noted 
Sayings’’ and theology. The number of authors 
represented is 1,207. The number of actual selections 
is 2,671.. The number of different topical subjects 
represented in these selections is forty-four. 

The eleven volumes of this library constitute a 
literary whole which exhibits the history of the coun- 
try as it is embodied in its literature. The political 
life and passion of the national history throb in the 
patriotic songs and lyrics. The pulse of the people 
at any period can be counted in the orations. Their 
religious opinion is incorporated in the sermons. 
The essayists, the historians and the men of letters 
generally, each in his own way, contribute something 
to the permanent result. Every student may miss in 
the compilation many of his own favorites in prose or 
verse, but no student will fail to find a fair and in- 
telligible literary representation of the successive 
periods of our national life. The final or the eleventh 
volume covers the difficult but interesting period from 
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1861, and, allowing for all the inevitable omissions 
which must be expected in such a work, is an ample 
and most valuable representation of the literary work 
and workers of the present generation. The editors 
have done good work as far as. it goes in tracing up 
the sayings that have caught the fancy of the Ameri- 
can people, and which may be said to hold a more or 
less permanent place in their literature. We wish 
there was more of it, that it was more systematic and 
the titular introductions omitted. The sayings traced 
to the same author should in every case be grouped 
together. The 148 royal octavo pages of short 
biographies of all authors represented in the eleven 
volumes are a useful addition for which every one who 
uses the work will be grateful. They are the good 
work of Mr. Arthur Stedman, the poet’s son. We 
should not close our notice without alluding to the 
general index at the end of this volume, which is one 
of the most deft and generally useful examples of in- 
dexing we have lately examined.

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=The Paris correspondent of the Vation writes of 
Bourget, author of ‘‘ Mensonges,”’ ‘‘ Coeur de Femme,” 
etc.: “Among the rising stars of the day I must cite 
one as deserving special mention, viz., -M. Paul 
Bourget. Like many of our most successful writers, 
Bourget came out of the Ecole Normale, the school 
which trains the professors of the French University. 
He soon abandoned the routine of public education, 
and first published critical articles on our best French 
writers. These articles were marked by a very deli- 
cate taste and a peculiar refinement of style and of 
thought. Literary criticism is not, however, the road 
to popularity nor to pecuniary success, and Bourget 
began to write novels. He struck immediately a 
new vein: his novels are not sensational ; his stories 
are of the most simple sort. They are not compli- 
cated ; they are simply the development of the most 
ordinary passions, but this development is accom- 
panied by the most subtle analysis: Bourget’s novels 
may be called psychological novels. 

‘* Nobody has ever better understood what may be 
called the fatality of passion. It is with an almost 
painful minuteness that Bourget describes the strug- 
gles of the human will with the human instinct, of 
conscience and duty with the irresistible movements 
of the carnal heart. In this sense, Bourget may be 
classed in the realistic school, for he is a keen 
observer and only describes what he has observed, 
but he is not a realist of the Zola school. He cares 
little for material details, he indulges little in descrip- 
tions of things; the m/ieu in which his heroes and 
heroines move only interests him by its relation to the 
state of their souls. This tendency gives to all his 
works a spiritual character; thoughts and feelings 
interest him more than anything else.”’

The usefulness of asummary of what is known 
concerning the ancient inhabitants of America 
accounts for a new edition of the work by the Marquis 
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de Nadaillac. The volume, edited by Mr. W. H. Dall 
of the Smithsonian Institution, appeared six years 
ago, a few years after the French original. This 
does not consist, it may as well be confessed, in 
any originality of views on the author's part. Nor 
would it be quite true to say that he has shown, to 
any remarkable degree, a critical mind, separating 
the true from the false, the exaggeration from the 
kernel of truth. He is an intelligent, industrious 
writer, rather than a suggestive or original one. 
But he has gathered up much that is worth 
retaining from the works of Americanists of 
various degrees of credibility, and placed the material 
clearly before the reader. This translation is a fair 
one, and the editorship of Mr. Dall adds a factor 
greatly needed, namely, the knowledge.of more 
recent phrases of the study of prehistoric America. 
The book is profusely illustrated with cuts from the 
volumes of John L. Stephens, Count Waldec, 
Charnay, Squier, and other standard authors, 
together with a few pictures of extinct aniinals whose 
remains have been found associated with relics of 
human industry. Considering the abundance of 
such material, it would be hard to say where an editor 
should stop. By way of comparison, rock engravings 
from Algiers and South Africa have been added, and 
for a better understanding of the cliff dwellings we 
get a view of a cajion of the Colorado River, while 
the condition of nomad Indians is shown in a picture 
of an Indian camp made up of the rudest tepees.

HENRIK IBSEN, 1828-1888. A critical Biography.

This is, we believe, the fullest account and discus- 
sion of this analytical dramatist and poet and sesmon- 
izer which has appeared in English. The entire 
biography proper is here, and with it a copious analy- 
sis of his work from the time when, as an apothecary’s 
apprentice, he pestled medicines and turned out 
patriotic poetry in the small seaport town of Grimstad 
to the era of ‘‘ The Doll’s House” and the other 
doctrinal dramas, which to some critics suggest 
themselves as epoch-making and great, and to others 
merely as tedious. The Norwegian biographer is 
one of those who regard Ibsen as an epoch-maker. 

He calls attention to the rush of young German play- 

wrights in the Ibsen footsteps, and intimates that the 

analytical drama has come to stay, and perhaps to 
overwhelm. Ibsen at 62 is a man in robust health, 
has a fine appetite, is not afraid of draught or wet, and 
works hard. Rising at 7, he spends an hour or two 
at dressing, walking about, and revolving his literary 
plans between garments; then a nibble of bread and 
half a cup of black coffee, followed by four hours of 
writing. At 1 o’clock he takes a short walk, and 
then dinner. The afternoon is spent in reading. 

Supper is light, and he goes to bed early. In his 

hours of writing he paces up and down through three 

or four rooms, taking a pull at a pipe of tobacco every 
now and then, but at other times he never smokes. 

In this interval of work he wants to be alone. His 

wife is the only one whose presence does not disturb 

him, and even she keeps out of his way as much as 
possible. Most of his writing is done in the summer; 
in the winter he makes plans. His manuscript gets 
three revisions at least, and he writes out a clean 
copy for the printer. In the presence of two or three 
he is free in conversation, but among many he feels 
a ‘shyness of soul’’ which keeps him silent. Since 
his departure from the uncongenial literary atmos- 
phere of Christiania, in 1864, he has led a quiet and 
contented domestic life in Germany and Italy, his 
family consisting of his wife, and, until 1888, or there- 
abouts, his son, Dr. Sigurd Ibsen, who then became 
an attaché of the Swedish-Norwegian legation at 

Washington. Four portraits of Ibsen, taken at various 

periods of his life, adorn this biography, and there 

is a portrait of Frau Ibsen also. N. Y. Herald.

In these days of unclean fiction it is quite refreshing 
and purifying to the mind to chance upon an old- 
fashioned story of piracy, theft and murder. The 
details may be brutal and the actors brutes, but the 
villains are entirely lacking in hypocrisy ; they never 
try to make a vice appear romantic nor do they steal 
the livery of heaven to serve the devil in. 

Pellow's adventures form a story of thiskind. The 
author was an English sailor-boy who in the first 
quarter of the eighteenth century was captured with 
such of his shipmates as had not been killed, and 
carried into Morocco and slavery. He found plenty 
of companions in misery, for stealing foreigners afloat, 
with the hope of having them ransomed at a high 
figure, was one of the favorite industries of the Barbary 
coast in those days and, indeed, for almost a century 
longer, as some of our own naval officers and sailors 
once learned to their great discomfort. While await- 
ing ransom the captives were compelled to work and 
treated with far greater cruelty than ever was charged 
against American slaveholders. Pellow delivers a 
‘plain, unvarnished tale.” He tells a few horrible 
stories and many strange ones, which may have 
seemed sailors’ yarns when the book first appeared, 
more than a hundred years ago, but which have 
been fairly proved in later years. These stories 
seem to show that to be instantly killed was a 
rare bit of good fortune in Morocco. But he 
does not linger over his bloody tales. By far the 
greater part of his narrative is about the people and 
their customs, and this part is quite curious and 
interesting. The story of the final escape, which 
consumed a great deal of time, is full of incident, and 
the entire book is one such as probably never again 
will be written. It is well worth rescuing from the 
oblivion in which it has rested since the time of our 
grandfathers. N. ¥. Herald.

She has an 
eye for all sorts of things, from the bargains in Mackin- 
toshes and eiderdown puffs in the Irish shops to 
the architecture of Notre Dame, and what she sees 
she knows how to describe with understanding and 
rare grace.

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France, Switzerland, and London: The chapters on 
Paris are ‘especially suggestive and delightful. The 
churches; the home life, the womenof Paris areamong 
the many subjects which engage her pen, and she dis- 
cusses the cooking, the drinking, the laces, china, 
glazs, tapestries, jewelry, and the local tone.

General Lee’s portly and handsome volume not 
only contains the record of extensive travel on the 
Continent of Europe, but is rather unduly swelled by 
the kind of information for which one looks to histo- 
ries and guide-books. Two chapters, for example, 
are devoted to a biographical sketch of William the 
First, Emperor of Germany, and much space is occu- 
pied with historical summaries which, however useful 
in certain circumstances, can hardly be considered 
appropriate in a chronicle of travel through the best- 
known regions in the world. Had the author written 
his personal experiences and impressions at greater 
length his book would have gained in value and 
interest, for he is a keen observer and has a pleasing 
style. The most at'ractive chapters in the volume are 
those which describe pedestrian tours through the 
Austrian Alps, the ‘Tyrol, etc., and those which treat of 
German social and family life, which are appreciative 
and full, if not especially novel. The later chapters, in 
which visits to Sicily, Naples, Pompeii and Vesuvius, 
and a tour through Spain are described, suffer from 
the historical padding before alluded to. The author 
has studied the arts of the countries through which 
he passed with considerable care and judgment, and 
his last chapter contains an interesting short study of 
Murillo. The book is well illustrated, clearly printed 
on good paper, and neatly bound.

So among the mountains and gorges of the Yellow- 
stone the two little armies moved toward each other, 
the Indians being, as everybody supposed, between 
the converging forces. In truth, the Indians were 
between Crook and Merritt when they set out ; but the 
Sioux chiefs. were far too crafty to remain in so dan- 
gerous a situation, and so it happened that after tre- 
mendous toils and tumbles the two bodies of regulars 
came face to face, and the question naturally arose, 
‘*Where are the Indians?’ It is the story of that 
terrible series of marches and the subsequent futile 
hunt for the Indians that is told here, and well it 
deserves to be recorded, if only for the benefit of those 
good people who imagine that our little army used to 
have an easy and luxurious time out on the froniie-, 
and that fighting and chasing Indians is child’s play.

The scene is laid in that beautiful and 
picturesque region of the Hartz Mountains, dominated 
by the Brocken. The time is during the imprison- 
ment of Pope John XXII at Avignon, and the motive 
lies in the great struggle between the gallant and 
noble Albrect von Regenstein, known by his enemies 
as ‘‘ The Robber Count,’’ and the ambitious Bishop 
of Halberstadt for supremacy in the Hartz country. 
It is a story full of poetry, charm and adventure, of 
exciting combats, narrow escapes, desperate plots, 
thwarted and successful love.

Conrad Meyer's story isa brilliantly written histori- 
cal romance, which takes some liberties with history. 

According to this new version the famous victor of 
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Pavia refused to join the Milanese League against 
Spain and Germany, and his wife, Vittoria Colonna, 
sought vainly to induce him to take that step. His- 
tory has supposed that he did join the League, though 
only to betray it to Charles the Fifth, and that the 
offer of the Crown of Naples might have been 
accepted by him but for the advice of Vittoria. Ih 
the story, on the other hand, it is the dazzle of this 
prospective crown that lures Vittoria into becoming 
the tempter of Avelos. The early death of the latter, 
in the very prime of his manhood and the full flush 
of his military fame, renders plausible Meyer’s theory 
that he had received at Pavia a really mortal wound, 
and was only kept alive thereafter by his indomitable 
will, until the situation became so perplexed and intol- 
erable—hostile influences dragging him with equal 
force in opposite directions—that he relinquished the 
will to live and died, as the only way of saving his 
honor and doing his duty to his country and his 
emperor at the same time. Meyer has set forth this 
sixteenth century story with masterly force and vivid- 
ness. The historical portraits are carefully drawn 
and full of interest. The action is natural and ani- 
mated, and the struggle in Pescara’s soul is. described 
with singular subtility and penetration. The transla- 
lation by Clara Bell is excellent.

Of 
the plot and the cruel fate which subdues Ellen Le 
Marchant at the same time to an exacting parent and 
a jealous spouse, we will only say that, though the 
interest is well maintained, we hardly think it in 
nature that Ellen, who was so capable of taking her 
own line on occasion (as when she left the wretched 
quinquagenarian Bellamy “‘ planted’ on his wedding 
day), should have submitted herself unreservedly to 
the clearly insane directions ot her father, or deceived 
a husband whom she is represented as loving to dis- 
traction. The visit to Kant’s quarters is almost 
impossible. We should be inclined to question a 
man so astute as Sim’s murderer is represented to be 
keeping the sleeve-link of which he had lost the fellow 
in the bog. Yet it is certain that criminals almost 
constantly do commit some ostrich-like piece of folly, 
which compromises their safety in the end. As it is 
left a little doubtful, we may assure our author that 
the Scotch marriage of Karslake and the heroine 
could never have been valid in law.

Daniel Dane is a new name in fiction, but his 
first book shows few signs of inexperience. He 
launches out with boldness and spirit, and he has 
achieved the by no means common feat of producing 
a plot characterized by freshness and skill of 
combinations. Arnold North, the principal pir- 
sonage, is a decidedly interesting if not altogether 
edifying character. Heis a man of science ot the 
present period; an English professor of chemistry ; 
agnostic in religious concerns, and holding the ‘ ad- 
vanced ”’ theory that every one is a law unto him or 
her self. The relations between the people in the 
story are not normal or conventional. Arnold North’s 
iron will and devotion to science do not prevent him 
from falling in love with the wife of another man: 
and the situation is complicated by the fact that yet 
another married woman falls in love with him. Here 
are the materials for a Gallic romance, but Daniel 
Dane borrows from France nothing more objectionable 
than a plot skeleton. His hero, indeed, is untroubled 
by ethical limitations, as may be judged from his 
manner of smoothing the course of his true love. 
The husband being in the way, the great chemist re- 
moves him by communicating to him the germs of a 
peculiarly virulent form of typhoid fever. Arnold 
North is stanchly consistent, and never exhibits the 
least regret or remorse for this cold-blooded murder. 
Of course, after such a crime no hero of fiction could 
be expected to prosper, and equally, of course, the 
indication of the title, that he is to be punished by a 
higher Power, is fulfilled. It is true that his punish- 
ment involves the ambiguous outcome of one sort of 
wickedness being triumphed over by another ; for his 
enemy, Sarah, is quite as reprehensible as and much 
less sympathetic than the homicidal man of science. 
But the story is well told, and with such effect that 
the reader is apt to find himself in sympathy with 
Arnold at the end, notwithstanding the irregularity of 
his methods. It seems a pity to have killed off poor 
Madeline just as she had come into possession of her 
inheritance, particularly as she had done no wrong to 
anybody ; but in fiction, as in real life, it is often dif- 
ficult to punish the guilty without at the same time 


inflicting suffering upon the innocent.

Minute and new observations of 
the insects are detailed with the argument, at best 
giving little hope for the extermination of the pests 
by the cultivation of the voracious “ darning-needle.” 
Other insecticides are considered, preference being 
clearly towards the use of petroleum. Other con- 
siderations of the subject are given, notably the 
advisability of attempting a thorough extermination 
of the pests, and their agency in the dissemination 
of disease. Accompanying this essay, and forming 
an important though unobtrusive part of it, is a 
bibliography of the entire subject, embracing nearly 
two hundred titles, to which many references are 
made in the text, and a series of original drawings, 
seven in number, of the anatomy of the insects.

This book offers to be a scientific demonstration

The 
style is nervous and abrupt, overflowing with quota- 
tion and allusion and mathematical formulas.

Totten maintain the 
literary accuracy of the entire Scriptures. The ‘‘ Mid- 
night Cry” of the title refers to the second coming of 
the Messiah—‘‘ Behold the Bridegroom Cometh.” 
The author believes that the second coming is at 
hand, basing his belief upon the comparison and 
measurement of intervals between certain epochs in 
the world’s history, upon certain mathemathical 
demonstrations, and upon the Scriptural prophecies. 
One of the chapters in his book is a ‘‘ vindication ”’ 
of the chronology of Jeremiah. Altogether, we 
believe, as we have intimated, that many must fail to 
understand Lieut. Totten’s volume. Its matter and 
its style must balk the ordinary comprehension. Its 
proofs can never come to be a popular possession.

When the 
first edition was published, the abuse of the unions in 
the press and elsewhere was so constant that the book 
had to be largely devoted to a defense of them, 
whereas now they ‘‘are bepraised and commended 
by all sorts and conditions of men.” The work is 
able and thorough; and though devoted almost ex- 
clusively to labor affairs in England, it will be useful 
and even necessary to all special students of the sub- 
ject everywhere. Its principal fault is too great full- 
ness of detail, especially in the descriptive and 
historical parts, where the array of petty facts is often 
so great that the general features of the subject are 
obscured, and the reader fails to obtain a clear view 
of the whole. In other respects, however, the work 
is well done, being written with painstaking fidelity 
and in a judicious temper.

In treating of Africa, the German sphere is allowed 
up to the north point of Lake Nyassa, but not on the 
Stevenson road, and is, perhaps almost unkindly, cut 
short of Tanganyika altogether; Portugal has up to 
Tete on the Zambesi, and upto the Ruo on the Shiré, 
but not an inch further, and an ample No Man's 
Land is allowed between British South Af ica (up 
to the Zambesi), the Congo State (down to 'Ilala, and 
trending away thence from Zumbo to the north of 
Lake Nyassa), and Angola. In all the maps the 
delimitations are sound, and the particulars sufficient, 
while there is an excellent index.

THE THEORY OF LIGHT. By Thomas Preston, M.A..

Mr. Preston’s work occupies a position between that 
of an elementary work on optics and that of an 
exhaustive treatise on the theory of radiant energy. 
It presupposes a fair acquaintance with the funda- 
mental laws of optics and a good «nowledge of the 
higher mathematics. It is on the whole well and 
clearly written, and cannot fail to be of service to 
those who wish for more than an elementary treatise, 
or a guide to the elaborate and difficult treatment of 
the subject, such as we now find only in French and 
German works. The initial chapter gives a brief 
history of the science of optics; an account of the 
discovery of the velocity of light and the development 
of the corpuscular theory, and an introduction to the 
wave theory. The rest of the work is mainly devoted 
to applications of the theory. The subject of the 
measurement of the velocity of light is quite fully 
treated, and justice is done to the fine work of Prof. 
Michelson of Clark University. Strangely enough, 
the work of Prof. Newcomb is not even alluded to. 
An account of the admirable researches of Michelson 
and Morley on the relative motion of matter and ether 
finds a well-deserved place, and the work concludes 
with a chapter on electro-magnetic radiation which, 
of course, includes the recent splendid work of Hertz. 
On the other hand, there are one or two omissions, 
chief of which is the theory of the prism, which is 
given very briefly and incompletely. The chapter 
on caustics appears to us superfluous, as the subject 
is almost purely geometrical and of little or no physical 
significance. On the whole, Mr. Preston’s work will 
serve a good purpose in instruction and deserves 
favorable notice. N.Y. Post.
